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Your Congressman 
Reports

With the signature of 
President Johnson, the Ap- 
palachian Regional Develop- 
ment Act of 1005 becomes 
the law of the land. Thus, 
the Congress has authorized 
the expenditure of more 
than $1 billion of Federal 
funds to benefit a specified 
region of the country, rang- 
ing through 11 Eastern 
states, with the cost to be 
borne primarily by the tax- 
payers of the other 39 states 
of the Union. 

Two main purposes of the 
bill should be of particular 
concern to all residents of 
Illinois, including those who 
reside in the 12th District. 
First, the bill aims to under- 
write construction of high- 
ways, sewers, sewage treat- 
ment plants, housing, schools 
and hospitals in the area 
called Appalachia. The an- 
nounced object of tbis con- 



struction is to attract pri- 
vate industry to the area — 
and thus provide jobs for 
those who now reside in the 
hills and valleys of this re- 
gion. 

One may ask where the 
industries will come from 
which -may relocate in Ap- 
palachia. Will some of Illi- 
nois corporations decide to 
transfer operations ' from 
Illinois (where roads, water 
plants and sewage facilities 
are built primarily from local 
taxes) to Appalachia (where 
t h e Federal government 
picks up the bill for these 
improvements)? 

Congressman James Cleve- 
land of New Hampshire, a 
state that is nearby the re- 
gion of Appalachia, has ex- 
pressed concern in clear and 
dramatic language. In the 
House debates, he, declared 
that in building up the in- 
dustrial attractiveness of Ap- 
palachia, jobs and Industries 
will be lured away from 
other areas, including New 
Hampshire — and perhaps 
Illinois. Congressman Cleve- 
land terms this as an act. of 
"job piracy and industrial 
piracy." 

Residents of Illinois are 
aware of the efforts expend- 
ed by our Illinois State Eco- 
nomic Development Board, 
our various chambers of com- 
merce and others to attract 
new businesses to Illinois. 
But can our state, even em- 
ploying these means, com- 
pete successfully with (fee 



power and resources of the 
Federal government? 

Another part of the Appa- 
lachia bill will provide funds 
for - developing small farms 
of not more than 50 acres. 
These small areas are in- 
tended to be converted into 
grazing lands. Thus, at a 
time when an effort is being 
made to reduce the number 
of small, uneconomical 
farms, this new program is 
designed to multiply these 
burdensome "farms." 
' The hope of bringing pros- 
perity to Appalachia through 
these artificial devices is 
based mainly on the assump- 
tion tliat such improve- 
ments as roads, sewers, water 
supply and hospitals can 
make an area prosperous. 
In considering this assump- 
tion it is important to dis- 
tinguish Appalachia from 
such great national efforts 
as the harnessing Uie energy 
fo the great natural resource, 
as In TVA, the Colorado 
River or the St. Lawrence 
Seaway. 

The Appalachia ' program 
may be compared more ac- 
curately to the "Brasilia 
plan" pursuant to which the 
Brazilian government sought 
to establish a prosperous 
community in the midst of 
that nation's hinterland. The 
development was unnatural 
and unsuccessful — albeit 
very expensive. Indeed, the 
project was so costly that 
it nearly destroyed the na- 
tion, itself, ecenomically. 

Another consequence of 
the Appalachia bill is that 
other similar areas are pre- 
paring to "raid" tlie Federal 
Treasury in order to build 
roads, sewers, water mains 
and schools, etc., in the hope 
that prosperity will return 
to those regions, as well. 
Northern Michigan, Eastern 
Texas and Southern Illinois 
may be next in line. 

Someone in authority 
should take a look at the 
economic dislocation and 
virtual bankruptcy ol Bra- 
zil resulting from the con- 
struction of Brasilia. That 
might give a hint at what 
happens to an area like Ap- 
palachia when funds in the 
fuMic (ill give out.

Township government and 
county (government based on

A strong weapon for those 
who would' eliminate town- 
ship government may well be 
the cry for re-ap port Ion ment 
of county boards to insure 
the "one man. one vote" con- 
cept at this level, of govern- 
ment. 

Township representation 
on the board could be elim- 
inated In many instances if 
the legislature decides to ex- 
tend the U. S. ' Supreme, 
Court ruling to include count 
ty board makeup which, 
would be an almost ntOrta^ 
iiloiv-_to„.towr*whlp -govern-.

It is ironic, but true, that 
the township form of govern- 
ment, which has always' been 
hailed as the real "grass 
roots" government, is "the 
least understood, the least 
publicized, and the level of 
government which least at- 
tracts the attention of the 
people. 

This is true, in part, at 
least, because by and targe 
the township officials have 
done their best to keep the 
township activities as secret 
and as quiet as possible. 

The largely rural, town- 
ships arc better acquainted 
with their township govern- 
ments because of the road 
commissioner's activities, but 
the more urbanized town- 
ships have few township 
roads and therefore little di- 
rect contact with township 
officials. 

The elimination of the 
township "collectors, justices 
of the peace and constables 
has further removed I his 
form of v government from 
the people. 

Another avenue of attack 
on the township government 
has been opened by several 
legislators including State 
Itcp. John Conolly of (Jur- 
nee, through a bill that would 
create assessor districts in 
the larger counties. 

This would undoubtedly 
lead to the eventual elimina- 
tion of the Township Assess- 
or whose responsibility and 
authority bus already been 
largely undermined by (he 
County Supervisor of Assess- 
ments. 

There will no doubt be a 
great hue and cry from town- 
ship officials about the fit- 
tacks on townships, but they 
may find it difficult to en- 
list the support of citizens 
who have been largely ig- 
nored in recent years inso- 
far as this level of govern- 
ment is concerned. 

Now that David Dcry, the 
convicted jail break artist, 
has been removed to the 
state penitentiary the de- 
mand for improved jail fa- 
cilities will probably dimin- 
ish, but not as far as Site riff 
Charles Larson is concerned. 

Sheriff Larson is well 
aware of the inadequate se- 
curity facilities in the old 
jail building, but realist that 
he is, he doesn't really ex- 
pect to see any major Im- 
provement during the bal- 
ance of his term.

Trees available For 
Spring Planting 

S. Burton Lee, Chairman of 
the Lake County Soil and 
Water Conservation District 
announced that property own- 
ers in Lake County have made 
plans with the District to 
plant, over 30,000 trees this 
Spring. This was reported at 
the monthly meeting held 
March 1st at the Farm Bureau 
Building in Grayslakc. 

He emphasized tiiat other 
property owners who have in- 
terest In planting trees this 
Spring should place their or- 
ders for stock Immediately 
because Hie State supply Is be- 
coming exhausted; Seedlings 
such as White Pine, Red Pine, 
Scotch Pine, and some hard- 
wood varieties arc available 
from the State Forester, Illi- 
nois Division of Forestry, for 
reforestation and wildlife 
habitat improvement . 
- A new addition to the avail- 
able list this year Is a "WILD- 
LIFE PACKET" especially 
prepared for those people in- 
terested in improving food 
and coVcr for wildlife on 
their property. These packets 
contain 509 assorted' trees 
and shrubs. 

The Lake Couitty Soil and 
Water Conservation District 
has a tree-planting machine 
which is available for rental 
to property owners in the 
Lake County Area, complete 
with tractor and two opera- 
tors.. This machine can plant 
approximately U00 seedlings 
per hour at a very economical 
rate. 

Prlco^sts and order blanks 
for the trees, arrangements 
for the use of the tree-plant- 
ing machine, and other in- 
formation can be obtained 
from (he Soil Conservation 
Service Office at 71 South Old 
Hand Itoud 1P.O. Box 186) in 
Lake Zurich.

mal fat and to substitute veg- 
etable oils or other polyun- 
saturated fats in their diet, 
according to the report. .. 

The Association based this 
recommendation on world- 
wide data indicating a rela- 
tionship, between the amount 
and- type of fat consumed, the 
average cholesterol levels 
found in a population, and 
the incidence of coronary dis- 
ease, "even though final 
. proof Is not yet in hand that. 
dietary changes will prevent 
heart attacks or strokes." 

In stepping up its cam- 
paign against cigarette smok- 
ing, the Heart . Association 
noted, that at least 100,000 
premature deaths occur in 
the United States each year 
from heart disease associated 
with cigarette smoking.

Contributions May Be 
Deducted From Tax 

Contributions to qualified 
organizations are deductible, 
)f you itemize deductions on 
your Federal income tax re- 
turn. E. C. Coyle, Jr., Direc- 
tor of Internal Revenue for 
Northern Illinois, said today. 

He said the Revenue Act 
of 1964 raised the maximum 
limitation on deductibility 
for contributions to certain 
types of organizations. It also 
provides a five-year carry- 
over for excess contributions 
of this type. 

; He said deductible contri- 
butions include gifts to do- 
mestic, religious, charitable, 
educational, scientific, or lit- 
erary organizations, and or- 
ganizations for the preven- 
tion of cruelty to children or 
animals. 

Gifts to domestic war vet- 
erans' organizations, or to 
government agencies, arc de- 
ductible if used exclusively 
for public purposes. So also 
are gifts to fraternal organi- 
zations, if used for charitable, 
religious, or other purposes 
already listed, the District Di- 
rector added. 

You cannot deduct dues or 
other payments to an organi- 
zation for which you are en- 
titled to receive a personal 
benefit. 

Gifts of property are de- 
ductible in the- amount of 
the fair market value of the 
property at the time or con- 
1 tribution. However, (he Reve- 
nue Act of 19B4 denies the 
deduction for gifts of future 
interests in tangible personal 
property until the gifts be- 
come final. 

You cannot deduct the val- 
ue of personal services you 
perform for qualified organi- 
zations. You can, however, 
deduct out of pocket expen- 
ses you pay in rendering the 
services, including the pur- 
chase price and upkeep of a 
uniform; transportation ex- 
penses; and the cost of meals 
and lodging while away from 
home overnight on behalf of 
the organization. 
i Mr. Coyle cautioned that a 
deduction will not he allowed 
if the organization is oper- 
ated for personal profit, or if 
its net earnings go to the 
benefit of any individual.

"skunked." . • ; 

Remember a: bass hits for 
a number of reasons . . 
curiosity, anger, hunger. He 
will hit something he thinks 
b e c a n eat, or hurt or 'that 
threatens him. Sometimes 
he'll hit on top of the water 
— sometimes a good ways be* 
low the surface — sometimes 
at a middle depth. Some- 
times he'll hit live bait- 
sometimes a plug — some* 
times a spinner or spoon. 
Docs all this give you an 
idea? Yes, If one thing 
doesn't work, try another. 

When a bass is on the prowl 
for food, he's more liable to 
bo in the shallows where the 
smaller fish are— and he's 
more liable to be close to 
the surface. That's when 
he'll hit the surface plug, or 
the popping bug or the med- 
ium depth lure. Vary the 
speed of your retrieves— 
slow, medium, .fast, Jerky. 
Find out what he wants, 
change lures and action of 
lures, colors and patterns. 

When a-bass is not feed- 
ing, chances are he's in water 
that's comfortable -for him— 
70° to 73°. In the middle of 
summer that can mean he's 
fairly deep. Get down to him 
with deep-running lures- 
add weight ahead of your 
lure if necessary to get down 
there. Try to find out where 
the edges of deep weed beds 
and bars can be located or 
ask local inhabitants about 
the approximate location of 
underwater springs. Find 
tltose spots and chances arc 
you'll take bass. And re- 
member, where you catch 
one, you're liable to get sev- 
eral; because bass are school- 
ing fish. 

Above all, if one method 
or lure doesn't work, try an- 
other.

'Thus Jar, however, ; 'all fat- 
tempts at ■.■ finding specific, 
antiviral chemical agents 
have met with frustration/ 
The simple structure of virus- 
es enables them to modify 
their form almost Instantan- 
eously to remain immune 
against an attacking drug. 
Some viruses, it has been 
shown, can even take on a 
.crystalline form while retain- 
ing their disease-causing po- 
tency. 

Due to this stubborn resist- 
ance, medical science has 
shifted its attack. Instead 
of seeking new drugs to 
kilt viruses, they are finding 
new,, of feet ive vaccines which 
render the virus helpless 
through Immunization. 

Immunization against a 
virus is accomplished by in- 
jectlng a weakened or killed 
strain of 41 particular virus 
into a patient, stimulating 
the body to" produce Its own 
protective substances called 
antibodies and antitoxins. 
■ .These protective substanc- 
es form an effective "one- 
two punch" against invading 
viruses. The antibodies cause 
them to clump together (ag- 
glutinate),, after which the 
antitoxins neutralize their 
poisons. 

' "Thus : far," Immunization 
against viruses has progress- 
ed slowly, but with dramatic 
results. Already it has con- 
quered potto, measles and 
smallpox. In the future, effec- 
tive vaccines are promised 
for Geiman measles, infec- 
tious hepatitis, and the great 
est pest of. them all — the 
common cold.
